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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shimuzu et al. (JP 7-108902 A) in view of Fink (US 5,820,162.) Shimizu et al. 
teaches (Figures 2 and 3) an air bag module for protecting a pedestrian including an 
airbag inflator (17b) a vehicle hood air bag (17a) in communication with the inflator. As 
seen in Figure 3, the air bag deploys at an acute angle. It is deployed from the forward 
of the hood, and extends across the length and width of the hood, substantially the 
same length and width as the hood. It includes a vehicle storage compartment (made of 
15 and 17, see figure 3) and a hinged door that has two positions (16a) and in the 
second position the door forms part of the skin. Regarding the limitation repackable, 
Shimuzu et al. includes a repackable airbag , since such a limitation only requires the 
ability to so perform. The airbag of Shimuzu et al. can be folded up and stuffed back into 
the housing, since the housing for instance remains hollow. Shimuzu et al. fails to teach 
a cold gas generator. Fink et al. teaches a cold gas generator (42) that uses carbon 
dioxide (see col. 5, line 26) and is useful in an airbag system because it doesn't have 
toxic chemicals, will not burn the people that it is trying to protect, and will not cause 
environmental damage when disposed (see col. 3, lines 61-64.) It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the 
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air bag of Shimuzu et al. to include a cold gas generator as taught by Fink et al. in order 
to provide an air bag system that is safer and more environmentally friendly.
